The Re­ 
publican President, scoring his g reatest

triumph,

But the Democrats picked up a net of 
two seats in the Senate to widen their 
control there to 57 to 43, g ained a net of one 
g overnorship 
when

Walker edg ed GOP incumbent Richard 
Og ilvie in Illinois, and lost only about a 
dozen seats in the House. 
“This is a personal triumph for Mr. 
Nix on, and not a party triumph,’’ said the 
Republican national chairman. Sen. Robert

ST LOUIS (AP) — Missourians have 
g iven State Auditor Christopher S “Kit’’ 
Bond a mandate for chang e, electing the 
first Republican g overnor since 1940. 
Bond, 33, led Democrat Edward L 
Dowd, by 158 ,931 votes in the g overnor’s 
race with 9 5 per cent of the 4,159 precincts 
reporting 
Bond 
rode in with the sweep by 
President 
Nix on, 
who snowed 
under 
Democrat Georg e Mc*Govern, 1,021,640 to 
635,8 43. 
Nix on carried all but two of Missouri’s 
114 counties. McGovern took Monroe and 
Sullivan counties by narrow marg ins and 
was favored in St Louis City by 43,000 
votes. 
Bond swept out in front of Dowd by 
18 0,000 votes by midnig ht, but late returns 
from St. Louis City broug ht the marg in 
down, g iving Bond 9 13,700 to Dowd’s 
754,769. 
A federal judg e ordered that the city 
precincts be kept open until midnig ht after 
it was discovered that about 1,500 voters 
had been nriistakenly left off reg istration 
lists. 
The late returas kept the lieutenant 
g overnor’s race undecided 
State 
Rep. Jack J. 
Schramm, 
D- 
University City , shot to a 12,000 vote lead 
over State Rep. William C Phelps, R- 
Kansas City , when all but eig ht city 
precincts had reported 
But Phelps swung on top ag ain by 5,0(K) 
votes by 10:00 a m when all but 42-out- 
state precincts reported 
Shortly before noon it was discovered 
that contrary to state law, more than 28 ,000 
absentee ballots from St. Louis city and 


county had not been counted on election 
nig ht. 
“That should be in my favor,’’ Schramm 
said,and he breathed a sig h of relief.

Jefferson City won the treasurer’s race by 
158 ,000 votes, and secretary of State James 
C. 
Kirkpatrick, a Democrat, was re­ 
elected by 290,500. 

Gen. John C. Danforth, 
with 9 5 per cent of the vote counted, was re­ 
elected by 395,000 votes. 
Bond outpolled Dowd, a 54-y ear-old 
former FBI ag ent in St Louis, in out-state 
Missouri by 124,000 votes, beating him in

stay ing even in traditionally Democratic 
southeast Missouri. 
Bond led by 24,000 in Jackson County 
and by 68 ,000 in St Louis County . Dowd 
beat Bond in St. Louis Citv, 119,335 to

But a potential Democratic star fell in

“Jay ” Rockefeller IV. 
In state after state, Nix on piled up 
overwhelming majorities. Few were even 
close, Rhode Island, which swamped Nix on 
2 to 1 in 1968 , g ave him a 24,000-vote lead 
this time. McGovern’s South Dakota g ave 
Nix on 55 per cent of the vote. 


In the big industrial states of the 
Northeast and Midwest, McGovern’s main 
hopes for an upset and his favorite cam­ 
paig n area in his 200,000-mile presidential 
journey , 
Nix on 
piled 
up 
massive 
majorities. 
Pennsy lvania, 
which 
supported 
Hubert H. Humphrey in 1968 , went to 
Nix on by more than 8 00,000 votes, while 
New York, in which the President had 


twice been defeated, feU to him by more 
than one million votes 
And Nix on became the first Republican 
ever to sweep the once solidly Democratic 
South.

Blunders of Its Infancy Doomed McGovern's Presidential Campaign

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
George McGovern’s quest for 
the White House was doomed 
by the blunders of its infancy, 
errors that all his campaigning 
could never undo. 
To the end they plagued his 
candidacy. And in the end they 
helped President Nixon attain 
one of history’s great land­ 
slides. 
In 
part, 
the 
fatal 
flaws 
stemmed from what McGovern 
had to do—or thought he had to 
do—to catch up and win the 
Democratic nomination in the 
first place. 
But two problems stand out 
_ above all the rest: 
—The 
admittedly 
ill-con­ 
ceived McGovern proposal that 
every American be given $1,000 
by the government. He dropped 
it, but was never able to forget 
it. And the Republicans used it 
to help implant the notion that, 
if elected, McGovern would 
give away the money of the 
workingman to people who re­ 
fuse to work. 
—The case of Sen. Thomas F. 
E^gleton, the vice-presidential 
nominee McGovern deposed- 
after promising him 1,000 per 
cent support despite his tardy 
disclosure 
of 
past 
mental 
treatments. 
Those, and an assortment of 
other incidents, statements and 
slipups, enabled Nixon’s forces 
to make McGovern himself the 
central campaign issue. 
That effectively denied him 
the traditional offensive role of 
the challenger, and shielded 
Nixon from the necessity of any 
intensive personal campaigning 
to defend his conduct in office. 
It was particularly valuable 
to a president whose own cam­ 
paign organization had been 
implicated in the June 17 wire­ 
tapping of Democratic national 
headquarters, and whose top 
White House aides had been ac­ 
cused of political sabotage and 
espionage. 
And it was particularly frus­ 
trating to McGovern, struggling 
to take the attack, but always 
forced to defend. Nothing net­ 
tled him more than the fact 
that his own credibility, once 
rated his greatest asset, was 
put in question. 
It was the image of radi­ 
calism on one hand and in­ 
decision on the other that ap­ 
peared the central McGovern 
problem. 
In that situation, McGovern 
steadily escalated the tone and 
wording of his attacks on Nixon 
and, in the process, aggravated 
the problem He overstated his 
case, then had to defend the 
overstatements. 
It was a campaign McGovern 
began on Jan. 18, 1971, in des­ 
perate need of exposure and at­ 
tention to propel him out of 
single figures in the public- 
opinion polls. At that point, no 
one could foresee that Sen. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie of Maine, then 
the towering favorite for the 
Democratic nomination, would 
be toppled in the 1972 pri­ 
maries. 
P'or a year, McGovern cam­ 
paigned almost unnoticed. He 
went through three press secre­ 
taries in search of someone 


who could help him command 
national attention. 
That quest, and the effort to 
shape an identifiably different 
position 
among 
Democratic 
contenders, helps account for 
t h e 
error 
that 
haunted 
McGovern to election day; the 
$l,0(X)-grant proposal. 
McGovern unveiled it on Dec. 
23, 1971, saying he would drop 
the welfare program and in­ 
stead give about $1,000 a year 
to everyone from “ the poorest 
migrant workers to the Rock­ 
efellers.’’ The money was to be 
taxed back from the relatively 
affluent. 
He offered no estimate of the 
cost. 
As with his other proposals of 
those early days, it went al­ 
most 
unnoticed—to 
emerge 
months later as a major issue 
and a major problem. 
That came during the Califor­ 
nia presidential-primary cam­ 
paign, 
when McGovern 
de­ 
feated Sen. Hubert H. Humph­ 
rey of Minnesota in the contest 
that clinched his spot atop the 
Democratic ticket. 
Humphrey hammered at the 
issue, called McGovern “ the 
handout candidate,” accused 
him of playing “ the politics of 
deception.” 
Nixon’s 
Republicans 
were 
carefully taking notes. 
On Aug. 29, in a Wall Street 
speech, McGovern dropped the 
income-grant plan in favor of a 
federally financed welfare sys­ 
tem to provide about $4,000 a 
year to a needy family of four. 
Again and again, he said it 
would give nothing to anybody 
able to work. 
But the old proposal, and the 
impression 
it 
left, 
never 
stopped haunting his campaign. 
The Eagleton case really be­ 
gan with a question, put, by the 
Missouri senator’s account, by 
Frank 
Mankiewicz, 
a 
top’ 
McGovern aide: “ Tom, do you 
have 
any 
skeletons 
rattling 
around in your closet?” 
Eagleton said no, and hours 
later, on July 13, he was duly 
nominated to run for vice presi­ 
dent with McGovern. 
Then, on July 25, the running- 
mates appeared together in 
Custer. S.D., Eagleton to an­ 
nounce that he had three times 
been hospitalized for nervous 
exhaustion and fatigue, and 
twice had undergone electric- 
shock treatments. 
“ 1 am 1,(X)0 per cent for Tom 
Eagleton and 1 have no in­ 
tention of dropping him from 
the ticket.” McGovern said. 
But six days later, he did just 
that, saying that 
Klagleton’s 
medical history would other­ 
wise come to dominate the 
campaign. 
Long afterwards, McGovern 
said he believed “ the Eagleton 
thing” was at the root of what 
had then become his credibility 
problem. “ I’ve tried to explain 
to people that a political leader 
who won’t change his mind is 
really a menace rather than a 
leader 
“ But 1 think that was the rea­ 
son,” he said 
McGovern acknowledged, too. 
that he was hurt by the bitter­ 
ness of the primaries, particu­ 
larly the Humphrey attacks in 
California. 


With Eagleton off the ticket, 
McGovern embarked on what 
could only be damaging, semi­ 
public quest for a replacement. 
Only when he came to a candi­ 
date with no constituency of his 
own, 
Sargent 
Shriver, 
did 
McGovern find a new partner. 
The 
Democratic 
National 
Committee nominated Schri- 
ver on Aug. 8. 
But what was designed to be 
a six-week Democratic head- 
start on the campaign became, 
instead, a time of disarray. 
Amid the Eagleton case and its 
aftermath, the flow of cam­ 
paign 
d o n a t i o n s—never 
e n 0 u g h—diminished 
to 
a 
trickle. 
The 
polls 
showed 
McGovern losing ground to Nix­ 
on. 


There 
were 
organizational 
problems 
Starting from nowhere in his 
drive 
for 
the 
nomination, 
McGovern had of necessity put 
together his own organization 
in the primaries, usually run­ 
ning headon into the opposition 
of the party establishment. 
That, too, left its scars, no­ 
tably in Chicago, whose Mayor 
Richard J. Daley was denied a 
seat in the convention that 
nominated McGovern. While 
Daley came around, some in 
his 
organization 
never 
ap­ 
peared to be wholeheartedly be­ 
hind McGovern. 
There were the highly publi­ 
cized defections of Democrats 
for Nixon, notably that of John 
B. Connally, Nixon’s former 
secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury. 
“ Good 
riddance,” 
said Mc­ 
Govern. 
“ We 
didn’t 
kick 
Connally out, he left.” 
But there was evidence that a 
good many other Democrats 
were leaving, too, concerned, 
C o n n a l l y 
s a i d , 
about 
McGovern’s proposed defense 
posture; the nominee advocated 
cuts of some $30 billion in de­ 
fense spending over a three- 
year period. 
McGovern had presented a 
detailed defense-spending blue­ 
print, a document that had the 
virtue of telling the voters pre­ 
cisely what he proposed to do. 
But it had the political draw­ 
back of permitting the Republi­ 
cans to assert that it would cost 
jobs, and to churn out figures 
about where, and how many. 
McGovern remained a candi­ 
date in search of a theme that 
would grab the American voter. 
He never found it. 
He said he was especially 
puzzled as to why the Water­ 
gate sabotage charges didn’t 
take hold. He called Nixon’s the 
most corrupt, 
wasteful and 
r e c k l e s s administration in 
American history. 
What it got him, in his own 
campaign 
television 
appear­ 
ances, with voters telephoning 
their questions, was the sugges­ 
tion that he was mud-slinging, 
that he changed his mind re­ 
peatedly. 
In the primaries, McGovern 
had 
used

organ­ 
ization, door-to-door canvass­ 
ing, and emphasis on positions 
spei’ifically designed to appeal 
to the left side of the party, to 
come from behind and win.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Democrats increased their ma­ 
jority of the nation’s gov ernor­ 
ships by one, bu t lost Missou ri 
, to a Repu blican for the first

John D. Rockefeller IV, neph­ 
ew of New York’s Repu blican 
gov ernor and son-in-law of Il­ 
linois’ Repu blican senator, lost 
to Gov . Arch Moore in West 
Virginia. Moore was one of sev ­ 
en gov ernors to win re-elec­ 
tion. Two didn’t make it. 


One of those who lost was Il­ 
linois’ Repu blican Gov . Richard 
B. Ogilv ie, who stay ed neck- 
and-neck with Democrat Daniel 
Walker throu gh the early hou rs 
today , long after it was known 
President Nix on had carried 
ev ery state bu t Massachu setts 
and the District of Colu mbia. 
Walker finally won by a slim 
edge. 
The other losing incu mbent 
was 
Delaware’s 
Repu blican 
Gov . Ru ssell W Peterson, who 
lost to a conserv ativ e Demo­ 
crat. Sherman W. Tribbitt 
Vermont’s and North Ca- 
roina’s top state office also 
changed parties—Vermont go­ 
ing Democrat.

Divided on Scrambler System

“ scrambling” dev ices on the 
department’s radio monitors. 
While Police Chief W'illiam 
Miller 
fav ors 
buy ing 
such 
equipment. 
Sheriff 
Emmett 
Fairfax say s a community this 
size doesn’t hav e enough radio 
traffic to merit purchasing the 
scrambling dev ices 
The scramblers would permit 
pobce to block all department 
transmissions that can now be 
heard by any one bstening to the 
pobce frequency on a radio 
monitor. Only pobce would be 
able 
to 
“ descramble” 
the 
messages. 
“ If the pobce department 
purchases the units, I don’t 
know to what ex tent they will 
use 
the 
scrambler sy stem,” 
Fairfax said. “ But I question 
the 
need 
and 
v alue 
of 
a 
scrambler sy stem in a town this 
size, due to the small amount of 
radio 
traffic 
now 
being 
transmitted,” he added. 
Specificially , Fairfax said the 
scrambbng dev ices may prev ent 
sheriff’s officers in squad cars 
from 
participating 
in 
an 
inv estigation in a nearby area if 
the 
police 
transmission 
is 
scrambled. Presently , sheriff’s 
officers are able to bsten to all 
conv ersations 
between 
the 
dispatcher at the pobce station 
and officers in squad cars, and 
at 
times 
are able 
to 
lend 
assistance to pobce, the sheriff 
added. 
“ It’s not going to hamper my 
operations,” F'airfax said of thé 
proposed 
police 
plan 
to 
purchase the scramblers. “ But 
if transmissions are scrambled, 
it could cut down the number of 
ey es looking for a particular 
thing.” 
Miller 
said, 
howev er, 
the 
scrambler 
would 
not 
affect 


communication 
between 
the 
departments. “ We get in touch 
w i t h 
t h e m 
( s h e r i f f ’s 
department) by telephone,” he 
added. 
N e i t h e r 
the 
s h e r i f f ’s 
department nor the Missouri 
State 
Highway 
Patrol 
uses 
scramblers. Fairfax said. 
Miller say s a scrambler unit 
would 
deter 
criminals 
who 
presently 
utibze 
the 
pobce 
transmissions 
for 
their own 
adv antage. For ex ample, he 
said, 
criminals 
can 
now 
determine when to commit a 
crime — or when to flee from 
the scene of a crime — by 
simply noting ov er the police 
monitor where pobcemen are. 
B y 
s c r a m b l i n g 
t h e 
transmissions, he noted, the 
criminal would be unaware of 
pobce locations. 
The 
pobce 
chief said 
he 
would also use the scrambler to 
block 
t rans m i s s i o ns 
on 
accidents and fires. 
“ There are people who bsten 
for pobce and fire department 
calls and rush to the scene of an 
accident or fire as soon as they 
hear of it ov er the monitor. 
Many times these people hinder 
the 
efforts 
of 
police 
and 
firemen,” Miller said. 
Fairfax noted, howev er, that 
accidents in the county that are 
called 
into 
the 
police 
department, must be relay ed to 
the Highway Patrol in Lee’s 
Summit 
ov er 
the 
Patrol’s 
frequency . Thus, the scrambler 
would only be effectiv e on calls 
inv olv ing accidents within the 
city 
bmits, 
since 
on

accidents the pubbc would hear 
of the accident ov er the Patrol’s 
band. 
Miller 
estimates 
that 
his 
department 
would 
only 
scramble about 20 per cent of 
its transmissions. 
The pobce chief said the 
scrambbng unit he wishes to 
purchase for the department 
would cost about $3,000.

effects

scrambler has had. As far as 
accidents or fires, I guess it’s 
slowed down some of the race 
horses to the scene,” he said. 
Cheav ens added, though, that 
only

rare occasions are 
reports of accidents or fires 
scrambled. 
Ev en 
though 
Miller 
and 
Cheav ens 
agree 
on 
the 
usefulness of a scrambler, a 
J efferson City pobceman, Lt. C. 
R. 
Duncan, 
say s 
police 
departments can spend their 
money more wisely than by 
purchasing a scrambler. 
“ The 
decision 
to 
buy 
a 
scrambler should depend on 
how 
many 
criminals 
are 
operating in the area and taking 
adv antage of the reports ov er 
the monitors. If it’s not really a 


problem, I see no reason to buy 
a scrambler,” Duncan said. 
“ I can see using a scrambler, 
for instance, in a narcotics 
inv estigation, but certainly not 
for accidents or fires. I doubt if 
too 
many 
persons 
stop 
ev ery thing they ’re doing and 
rush to the scene when they 
hear a report of a fire ov er the 
monitor. It’s the sirens and 
flashing red bghts that attract 
the 
crowds *more 
than 
the 
monitors,” he added. 
The J efferson City pobceman 
said there’s one adv antage to an 
unscrambled monitor. 
“ Actually , the pobce monitor 
is a good pubbc relations tool — 
it lets the people see that their 
pobce are doing a good job,” he 
said. 
Although for the moment 
only 
police 
agencies 
can 
purchase 
scrambler 
units, 
Duncan sees a time when the 
pubbc will once again be able to 
bsten 
to all 
of the pobce 
transmissions — scrambled or 
not. 
“ My thoughts right now are 
not to fav or the purchase of a 
scrambler unit for the pobce 
department here,” he said. “ It’s 
just a matter of time before

that has state and federal law­ 
yers poring over statutes in an 
effort to find out who owns 
what on the islands. 
Most of the squatters live on 
spoil islands, created when the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
dredged up bottomland while 
creating the intercoastal Water­ 
way in the Indian River. The 
squatters happily admit they 
don’t own the islands, but they 
say they do own whatever they 
build on them. 
In addition to the fulltime 
squatters, many residents of 
communities along the river 
have built weekend hideawavs 


on various islands, happily ig­ 
noring such niceties as con­ 
struction permits and building 
codes 
Hippies have also found aban­ 
doned shacks on some islands a 
handy place to shun estab­ 
lishment culture without getting 
too far away from its con­ 
veniences. A half-mile of open 
water can be as good as an 
ocean if nobody’s overly con­ 
cerned about your presence 
Jim Cummins, police chief of 
tiny Sebastian, Fla., recently 
raided an island and chased a 
dozen young people off to 
greener pastures. 


“ We had to move when we 
started to get a lot of com­ 
plaints.” Cummins said. “ We 
just told most of them to get off 
the island, but we had to arrest 
one boy. He’s charged with pos­ 
session of a stolen boat and mo­ 
tor and possession of mari­ 
juana, among a bunch of other 
charges.” 
But the true squatters say 
their biggest enemies are anti­ 
pollution officials and some dis­ 
gruntled taxpayers. 
“ Sometimes somebody will 
ask me real nasty how much 
tax I pay on my house,” Wal­ 
thers says. “ Sure, I don't pay 


any property tax But mv bill 
for boat gas everv vear is so 
big I pay far more in gas taxes 
than any of them pay in house 
taxes" 


Vernon Keys, a state pollu­ 
tion control officer, says the 
squatters contribute to pollution 
along the river and litter the 
islands with unsightly trash 
Charlie Fortner, who lives on 
an island at Vero Beach, 15 
miles north of Fort Pierce, 
takes strong exception to Keys' 
complaints 


Fortner has lived on Fritz 
Island for 15 years, the last 12 


aboard a houseboat high and 
dry on the beach 
“ Take a look around my 
place and tell me how much 
trash you see.” he says. 
keep my island neat. These oth­ 
er islands around here, the 
ones everybody picnics on, are 
just one big pile of beer cans 
and junk" 
Fortner lives on Fritz Island, 
about a half-mile north of the 
Vero Beach Fish Camp at the 
east end of Barber Bridge. 
Fortner worked as a com­ 
mercial fisherman for manv 
years after moving to Florida 
from his native Huntington, W 


Va., about 1920 He. too, lives 
on a pension and supplements 
his income making and men­ 
ding nets and building fishing 
skiffs 
He is building a new house­ 
boat next to the battered old 
one. playing it safe against the 
day when someone decides the 
squatters must go 


“ If somebody says 1 got to 
go, then I ’ll just put the house­ 
boat in the water and take off,” 
he says “ 1 figure there will be 
someplace where a man can 
live without some pencil pusher 
telling him how to do it " 


Robinson Crusoe Brick 


With his white hair and a white beard that dusts his 
wizened chest. Charlie Brick is a dead ringer for 
Robinson Crusoe. Eighty-two-year-old Charlie has 
lived on his island in Florida's Indian River for 10 
years, and he resembles the fictional island dweller in 
spirit as well as in body. Of his island, Charlie says 
"It's my damned home, and I want to die here." (AP)

Charlie is a squatter, one of a 
group of free spirits who set up 
housekeeping 
on 
maybe 
50 
islands along the Indian River 
without so much as a by-your- 
leave from officialdom 
The state of Florida has be­ 
gun a survey of the people who 
live on the islands Some squat­ 
ters say it’s because govern­ 
ments just naturally have to 
snoop into things that are none 
of their business But many are 
afraid the state might be get­ 
ting ready to try' to run them 
off 
“ 1 came out to the island 10 
years ago and I’ve been happy 
ever since,” (’harlie says “ I go 
to Fort Pierce for groceries 
about twice a month, and that’s 
two times too many ” 
C’harlie’s domain on Seven 
Pine Island lies about four 
miles north of Fort Pierce It’s 
in the middle of the river, 
which IS really an islet-pocked 
salt water lagoon stretching 
from 20 miles north of the 
moonport at Titusville down 
Florida’s east coast to the St 
Lucie Inlet 40 miles north of 
Palm Beach 
Duke the dog made the trip 
to the island from the Humane 
Society five years ago when he 
was six weeks old, “ and he’s 
never 
been 
off 
the 
island 
since,” the old man says 
With a white beard that dusts 
his wizened chest and long 
while hair. Charlie is a dead 
ringer for Robinson Crusoe 
Charlie says he was born in 
Calcutta. Ohio, and had a good 
little business going in Lyons 
until he got wiped out in the 
crash of 1929 He lives today on 
a 
Social 
Security 
pension 
earned at jobs that ranged 
from dishwasher to merchant 
seaman, but his favorite job 
was that of floating cop on the 
passenger boats plying Great 
Lakes ports out of Chicago be­ 
fore World War II After the 
war, 
he 
moved 
south 
and 
worked 
a 
handyman 
throughout the Dixie states His 
last job was at the Coral Ridge 
Yacht Club in Fort Lauderdale 
10 years ago, “ keeping the 
place running for them rich 
folks ” 
( harlie's preference for life 
au naturel shakes women vis­ 
itors who come ashore on his 
lOO-by 200 foot sand spit and 
find their host clad only in his 
birthday suit However, he de­ 
fers to guests with propriety 
and girds his creaky loins with 
a towel or a battered pair of 
shorts 
★ # ♦ 
He used to have a small 
house trailer on the island, but 
that burned while he was in 
town a few years ago A Bap­ 
tist minister and hi.v sons came 
out one morning and erected 
the wood-and-urpaper shack 
Charlie now inhabits 
The shack is cluttered inside 
with the books, papers and 
documents of a busy and inter 
ested.man 


Charlie has about 30 arra- 
cauna chickens. South Ameri­ 
can birds that lay eggs with 
shells tinted pastel pink, blue 
or green. Just inside the door 
of the shack is a 
22-caliber 
rifle 
“ That’s to shoot the 
chickens with when 1 want to 
eat one,” he explains. “ They’re 
too fast for an old guy like me 
to catch 'em " 
Charlie was down with a bad 
bout of flu eight months ago, 
but he says he isn’t afraid of 
dying alone. 
He has many 
friends in Fort Pierce and 
across the country; however, 
he insisted that they come to 
visit him rather than the other 
way around 
“ They like it out here, and I 
don’t like towns,” he says 
Charlie says he’ll resist if any­ 
body tries to throw him off Sev­ 
en Pines Island “ It’s my dam­ 
ned home, and I want to die 
here 
“ I told my friends that when 
I die I want them to have me 
cremated and bring my ashes 
out here to a little shrine I ’m 
building out of concrete blocks

“ It’s just getting too damned 
hard,” says Walthers. 68, who 
lives a few miles south of 
Charlie on an island that is lux­ 
ury itself compared to the rug­ 
ged simpliciity of Seven Pines 
Walther’s island 
supports a 
comfortable

house which he built a few 
years ago, hauling the mate­ 
rials out boatload by boatload 
The house has an indoor toilet, 
huge storage tanks for rain­ 
water and big screened win­ 
dows that take advantage of 
the sea breezes 


“ People really aren’t being 
nosy,” said Walthers “ I think 
It’s more a case that a lot of 
them would love to live like we 
do, but just can’t give up the 
material things they have

"But we’re getting too old 
now to be hauling everything 
we need out here and make all 
them damned boat trips back 
and forth to Fort Pierce And 
there’s a lot of talk going 
around about the state trying to 
find a way to get rid of us 
We’ll just move into one of 
these apartments in the next 
few months and take things a 
bit easier for aw hile" 
Irish-bom Molly has turned 
the island into a garden spot 
with flowers and cacti blooming 
along carefully tended paths, 
and a visitor who has spent a 
hot day on a boat in the river is 
glad of her offer of a cooling 
drink made from homegrown 
limes 
The Walthers now live on a 
houseboat moored at the island 
They sold their house on the 
island 
two 
years 
ago 
and 
moved to California, but a few 
months later they were back 
“ We didn’t realize how good 
we had it here, ” says Walthers, 
“ but we’re not going to make 
that mistake again We got a 
good life here and we'll still 
come out to the island three or 
four days a week when we 
move into the apartment ”

Beamed and vaulted corridors, 
with heavy traffic in both direc- 
t i o n s .

penitentiary at Lewisburg the 
feeling of a busy college or hos­

But heavy doors and massive 
walls quickly remind all who 
are inside where they are 
Where they are 
“ Hell hole.” says onetime un­ 
ion boss James Hoffa. where 
there are “ stabbings. fights, 
riots ” 
A haven, says salad oil king 
Anthony de Angeles, where a 
man can find himself spiritu­ 
ally. physically and morally” 
While the truth may rest 
somewhere in between, both 
men have followers who sup­ 
port their views and both have 
been outspoken about their 
years in Lg^'isburg 
Hoffa, Tormer president of 
the Teamsters Union, spent 
four years and nine months be­ 
hind bars after being convicted 
of tampering with a jury 
De Angeles 
served 
seven 
years after being convicted of 
charges stemming from a $ 100- 
million salad oil fraud 


A Plea For Reform 


James R. Hoffa, former president of the

Advocating prison reform, Hoffa urged 
new and smaller jails, realistic job 
training and better counseling.

“ I have seen useless destruc­ 
tion of property, maiming of 
human beings, loss of self-re­ 
spect 
and 
inhumane 
treat­ 
ment.” Hoffa told a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee 
Hoffa claimed that 45 per 
cent of the inmates at Lewis­ 


burg are homosexuals and that 
guards condone it 
“ It is a terrible problem,” he 
said 
“ It 
creates 
stabbings, 
fights, riots ” 
The tough-talking Hoffa said 
he learned a lot in 57 months 
behind bars 


“ The kids I met in prison, the 
first offenders and the young 
offenders, they all tell you one 
thing. Once they’re out, they’re 
not coming back. And the pub­ 
lic better wake up to this. 
“ They all tell you, if they get 
in trouble with the law again. 


and probably they will...no one 
is going to get them back in 
prison except if they get car­ 
ried there. And the reason is 
that prison dehumanizes them 
so and demoralizes them.” 
De Angeles tells it differ­ 
ently. 
"Coming here actually saved 
my life,” he said. “ I came here 
weighing 250 and I leave at 170. 
Spiritually, physically and mor­ 
ally this prison has saved my 
life. I have no sorrow for com­ 
ing here.’’ 


★ ★ ★ 
Another convict, a 25-year-old 
burglar from Buffalo, N.Y., 
\greed. “ I waived my parole so 
1 could stay in jail,” he said 
He is learning to make den­ 
tures in the giant, gray-stoned 
penitentiary on the edge of this 
college town, home of Bucknell 
University. 
“ This is the only kind of re­ 
habilitation that is worthwhile,” 
e said. “ This gives me a hell 
of a good chance of not going 
back. I ’m putting my time to 
use. I’ll have a job when I hit 
the street.” 
“ A good job, in fact,” re­ 
marked James Keyser, chief 
dental technician. His staff of 
four, assisted by at least 33 in­ 
mates, 
makes 
all 
denture 
plates and other necessary den­ 
tal appliances for inmates in all 
the federal prisons in America 
Graduates of the two-year 
prison course receive 24 college 
credits and an associate arts 
degree. 
But it benefits only a frac­ 
tion, perhaps 2 per cent, of the 
total prison population of 1,760 


“ Job training is out of line 
with reality,” Hoffa said. “ Li­ 
cense plate and mop bucket 
manufacturing bear little rela­ 
tion to potential jobs in private 
industry.” 
Prisoner protests across the 
country, riots and violence in 
some jails, and a growing pub­ 
lic awareness has caused some 
wardens to take new looks at 
rules and regulations — and 
many have been softened. 
This is what happened at Le­ 
wisburg: 
Visitors — Inmates can see 
family and friends seven days 
a week, without time limit, 
from 7:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. .A 
year ago visits were restricted 
to five specific days, with a 
maximum 
of four 
hours a 
month. 
Mail — Virtually unlimited in 
and out. 
Telephone calls — Now per­ 
mitted 
in 
emergencies 
and 
sometimes this is stretched to 
allow inmates to call home if 
there’s been a long time be­ 
tween letters. 
Spending — Inmates can now 
spend as much as $25 a month 
on such things as cigarettes, 
candy,' soft drinks. The limit 
used to be $15. 
Meals — Served cafeteria 
style. No check-in and inmates 
can skip a meal if they desire. 
While most Lewisburg in­ 
mates wear the familiar mili­ 
tary-type khaki or green cot­ 
tons, 
some 
sport 
T-shirts, 
shorts, fancier slacks, sneakers 
or boot shoes. They have mus­ 
taches, beards, short and long 
hair. 
They walk alone or in pairs.

eliminating ex cess fat. To do 
this y o u hav e to do a lo t mo re

calo ries,

Usually it is a go o d idea to bo th 
diet and ex ercise.

'N am 's Most Dangerous

A e r o n a u t i c a l 
Laboratory, Buffalo, .N Y., to 
make an engineering safety 
study of tricycles. FDA officials 
claim hundreds of thousands of 
children are injured on tricycles 
every year 
Ray Rice, engineer in charge 
of the tricycle investigation at 
Cornell, 
says 
“ the 
biggest 
problem with tricycles is their 
high center of gravity — they 
roll over easily.” Sharp points 
on fenders and handlebars can 
gouge a child in a roll over. 
Another thing that can cause 
an injury to a child is the 
platform between the two rear 
wheels. This, Rice says, "invites 
passenger riding and you get 
even more of a chance for a roll 
over or fbp backward.” 
Rice 
says 
the 
laboratory 
tested the “ big wheel” tricycles 
that have a big front wheel and 
a low seat between the two 
small rear wheels. It’s almost 
impossible to tip these trikes 
over, 
he says, and

models are made of plastic,

A — The American Medical 
Association says there are no 
set standards as to which parts 
of the face should be included 
in face bfting. Ethically, a 
surgeon should fully inform the 
patient of just what work will 
be done, where it will be done 
and the approximate cost. 
Your case sounds bke a 
misunderstanding.

surgeon debberately left out an 
important part of the operation 
and tried to charge you more 
later, you should consult a 
lawyer.

to it, bey ond the locking of all 
school and classroom doors at all 
times and the hiring of more 
guards. 


The gravity of the situation is 
underscored by the fact that at a 
meeting 
between 
teachers 
and 
principal 
at one school, 
some 
teachers actually demanded that 
the people committing the crimes 
be caught and punished.

Our annals 
are full

of shameful stories of

Hundreds of thousands of black families 
today live in poverty and degradation — 
stark reminders of the direct result of more 
subtle discriminations. 


But too little is written about the way s in 
which oppressors fill their victims so full of 
rage that some 
measure of 
paraqoia 
becomes a state of normalcy , often causing 
the victim to further abuse him.self by 
taking actions and making decisions that 
ordinarily make no sense at all. 


What brings this to mind is the current 
furor over sickle cell anemia and the 
warning of some blacks, like a school board 
member in Virginia, that black children 
ought to beware of tests to determ ine 
whether they carry the sickle cell trait. 


Here is a glaring ex ample of paronoia 
induced 
by generations 
of 
oppression 
causing blacks to take a position that in any 
normal circumstance would seem stupid. 


Sickle cell anemia is an awful disease for 
which there is no known cure. The 50,000 
black Americans who have it are often 
wracked with pain. They have swollen 
hands and feet; they fail to grow normally , 
their sex ual development is delay ed; their 
legs become abnormally long for the size of 
their bodies. They are prone to infections, 
with many of them dy ing of pneumonia 
Half of all sickle cell anemia patients die 
before they are 21, and it is unusual for a 
victim to live bey ond 40 


Now who in the name of heaven wants to 
pnx luce a child with that kind of affliction'^ 
No one. of course 


What the sch(M)l tests are all about is the 
identify ing of the 2,500,000 blacks believed 
to carrv’ the sickle cell TRAIT 


Once a person knows that he or she 
carries the trait, that person is aware of the 
consequences 
of 
picking

marriage 
partner who al.so carries the trait If they 
have four children, one child will probably 
have the disease, another child will carry 
the sickle cell gene recessively and two will

theoretically enou gh to feed a 
ty p ical family for one y e a r- 
cost an av erage of $1,321 du ring 
Ju ly , Au gu st and Sep tember, 
the rep ort said. 
That was u p 2.4 p er cent 
from the p receding q u arter and 
4 .9 p er cent more than in Ju ly - 
Sep tember last y ear. Comp ared 
with 196 7 , a y ear u sed as a 


base, the retail cost was 22 p er 
cent higher. 
“Mainly resp onsible for the 
higher retail total were higher 
p rices for beef and p ork, al­ 
thou gh 
beef 
p rices 
tended 
downward du ring the q u arter,” 
the rep ort said, “ Prices for fry ­ 
ing chickens, eggs and fresh 
fru its and v egetables also in­ 
creased.” 
The “ farm v alu e,” or p rodu c­ 
ers’ eq u iv alent of what con­ 
su mers p ay at stores, amou nt­ 
ed to $5 38 of the total market- 
basket p rice, u p 4 .8 p er cent 
from Ap ril-Ju ne and 11.7 p er 
cent more than a y ear earlier 
It was 28 p er cent more than 
the third q u arter of 1967 .

I 
don’t know how mu ch it was 
worth.” 
Pau l Daly , senior adv iser to 
the Da Nang may or’s office, 
said the swindle inv olv ed hu n­ 
dreds of thou sands of tons. 
Bu t Daly refu ses to discu ss 
the case fu rther, say ing. “ The 
Vietnamese are handling it. I’m 
ju st a gu est in this cou ntry . It’s 
ju st one small ca.se of corru p ­

“ Up until a couple of weeks ag o I felt like we were ahead of 
the same time last y ear,” said State Fair Community Colleg e 
basketball coach Bill Barton, as he leaned back in his office 
chair, with his feet propped up on his desk. “ But rig ht now I 
think we are a little behind .” 


Barton, named the Reg ion XVI Coach of the Year after he 
g uided the Roadrunners to a 22-15 record, the reg ional 
championship and a berth in the National Junior Colleg e 
Athletic Association’s finals last season, will hav e a long way to 
g o to top last season’s performance. He has one starter back 
from the 19 71-72 edition of the Roadrunners. 


“ It’s the best g roup of kids I’v e had since I’v e been here,” he 
said as he looked ahead toward his third season at the State Fair 
helm. “ We’v e g ot some thing s this y ear that we hav e nev er had 
before. But with a y oung team, y ou just don’t really know how 
thing s are g oing to g o until y ou start play ing .” 


The lone starter Barton will hav e back to build his fortunes 
around this season is 5-11 g uard Brent Yates. Yates, who play ed 
his hig h school basketball under Barton when he coached the 
Sky line Tig ers, av erag ed 6.5 points per g ame and was the team’s 
second-leading assist artist with 9 2. 
“ He’s a g ood one to build around,” Barton said, “ I just wish 
we had some others from last y ear’s team to g o with him.” 
Yates quarterbacked the club for the most part last season. 
“ He’s looked g ood in scrimmag e sessions, but he just hasn’t 
started hustling consistently . That’ll come later, if I know Brent 
the way I think I do.” 
In addition to Yates, the club has two other sophomores — 
Mark Jones, a 6-2 forward from LaMonte, and Bunceton’s Paul 
Day . 
Jones was sidelined most of the latter half of the season 1971- 
72 due to a fractured fing er. He play ed in 25 g ames and av erag ed 
3.5 points per g ame. 


Barton had this to say about him: “ He is coming along much 
better, especially defensiv ely . But he still needs to learn more 
about defense. He has looked g ood at times, then ag ain at other 
times he hasn’t. If he shows steady improv ement, he will g iv e us 
a lot of help.” 
Day , 6-3, underwent knee surg ery during the off-season, and 
his status is still somewhat unknown. “ He has been working out, 
but he is fav oring his leg . It hinders his jumping ability . He 
hasn’t been able to g o any where near full speed, especially on 
defense,” said Barton. “ We’ll just hav e to wait and see how the 
knee is,” he added. 
The top choice to fill in the other g uard spot along side Yates 
will be a 6-1 freshman from Kansas City Northeast, Jack Easley . 
Easley play ed on the front line in hig h school, but will be shifted 
to the backcourt at State Fair. 
“ He’s a g reat jumper for his size,” Barton said smiling , “ but 
his ball handling is only av erag e. He shoots ex tremely well and 
will g iv e us that ‘g ood shooting g uard’ we hav e been lacking 
since I’v e been here.” 
Stev e Flippin, 6-0 from California, could also help the 
Roadrunners’ driv e this season as they try to repeat as reg ional 
(state) champs. 
“ He’s a v ery coachable kid and probably the hardest worker 
we’v e g ot. He’s g ot g ood speed and he’s a fine shooter. Rig ht 
now he would probably rank as our third g uard,” said Barton. 
Walt Greg ory , 6-4 from Clopton Hig h School in Clarksv ille, 
Mo., will be used basically as a swing -man, play ing at both g uard 
and forward. Barton krmed him as one of his better shooters 
and a “ pretty g ood ball handler. But his lack of speed may limit 
the ty pe of competition he will be able to play ag ainst .” 
Jeff Gilmore, who was a teammate of Easley ’s at Northeast, 
play ed in the post for the Viking s. He’s 6-4, but Barton has 
decided to play him at g uard because of his speed “ J eff’s 
learning his new position pretty well,” the Roadrunners’ 
mentor noted, “ but it’s g oing to take him a little time before he 
g ets it down pat .” 
Also at g uard will be 5-10 Rog er Donnell of Cole Camp, who
